NEW YORK, May 5 (AP).—The 
Treasury Department announced 
today that customs agents had 
seized approximately $30,000 worth 
of Parisian gowns and jewelry in 
the apartment of Mrs, James C. 
Ayer, who is listed in the Social 
Register. The customs men charged 
that the confiscated articles had 
been smuggled into the country. 

The customs agents, led by Gor- 
don H. Pike and John Buchal, raid- 
ed Mrs. Ayer’s apartment at 435 
East Fifty-sécond street last night 
on a warrant issued by United 
States Commissioner Garrett W. 
Cotter. 

The warrant stated that ~ Mrs. 
Ayer bought merchandise in France 
and “with intent to defraud the 
revenue of the United States, un- 
lawfully, wilfully and knowingly 
did fail to declare such merchandise 
at the Port of New York and de- 
clare duty thereon.” 


Diamond Ear Rings, Bracelets. 


The Treasury Department said 
the agents found the goods in sev- 
eral trunks. Confiscated articles 
included a pair of diamond ear 
rings, a black enamel and diamond 
cigarette case, a diamond and plat- 
inum bracelet with two diamond 
clips, an ermine cape, a caracul 
jacket, a silver fox cape, a mink 
jacket, dresses, lingerie and other 
jewelry.

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Schneider's wristwatch had 
stopped at 9:07 o’clock—an_ indica- 
ion of the probable time Monday 
morning when his body entered the 
river. 

The point of discovery was about 
1000 feet upstream from an intake 
of the Kansas City Water Depart- 
ment, on the Clay County (Mo.) 
side of the river. On Monday 
Schneider’s hat floated ashore near 
the Municipal Airport, on the same 
side of the river, half a mile farther 
downstream. Fairfax Bridge con- 
nects Kansas City, Kan., and Platte 
County, Mo.

Beck declared that Pomorze and 
rights in Danzig belonged to Po- 
land and that Poland would not 
give them up.

“Peaceful Intentions.”

A memorandum to this effect, 
Beck announced, was being deliv- 
ered today to the German Foreign 
Office in Berlin. 

The German Ambassador to Po- 
land, Dr. Adolf Hans von Moltke, 
was not present to hear Beck’s ad- 
dress. The United States Ambassa- 
dor, Anthony Drexel Biddle Jr. at- 
tended. The Italian and Japanese 
Ambassadors were significantly ab- 
sent. 

Beck began his address at 11:15 
a.m, (4:15 a, m., St. Louis time). 
For 20 minutes he delivered a calm, 
carefully worded declaration of po!- 
icy which left no doubt as to the 
attitude of his country toward Ger- 
many’s claims. He concluded with 
emphasis on Poland’s desire for 
peace, but brought Polish Deputies 
to their feet in cheers with this 
declaration: 

“We in Poland do not know the 
conception of peace at any price. 
There is only one thing in the life 
of men and nations and states 
which is without price—that is 
honor.” 

Four Principles. 


Beck enumerated four principles 
which he insisted must be respected 
in negotiations with Germany: 

1. Poland stands firmly by its 
rights and interests in overseas 
trade and maritime policy in Dan- 
zig; : 

2. Poland will not let itself be 
barred from the Baltic; 

3. Poland will not permit its 
sovereignty to be restricted in 
Pomorze, although Poland has no 
desire to obstruct Germans in 
their communications with East 
Prussia, and 

4. Although the population of 
Danzig is predominantly German, 
its livelihood and‘ prosperity de- 
pend on Poland. 

Beck criticised MHitler’s “pre- 
tense” for denouncing the Polish- 
German non-aggression pact be- 
cause of Poland’s new mutual 
guarantees with Britain.

SUPREME SOVIET 
TO MEET MAY 25 


Press Censorship — Lifted, 
but Correspondents Are 
Warned Hostile Reports 
Mean Expulsion. 


MOSCOW, May § (AP). — Rus-) 


sia’s Supreme Soviet (Parliament) 
Was summoned today to meet May 


25 in. the midst of grave interna- 
tional events centering immediately 
on Poland and in general on efforts 
of Britain and France to form a se- 
curity alliance with Russia. 

The call for the session was is- 
sued soon after Polish Foreign Min- 
ister Col. Joseph Beck had replied 
firmly but pacifically to Adolf Hit- 
ler’s demands on Danzig and the 
Polish Corridor. 

The May 25 session will be. the 
Russian Parliament's third meeting. 
The last was in August, 1938, dur- 
ing the fighting with Japanese over 
the Changkufeng area in the Far 
East. 


News of convocation of the ses- 
sion aroused much interest in dip- 
lomatic circles. It was expected 
that the international situation and 
matters of national defense would 
be discussed, but no agenda was 
published. 

No Comment on Beck’s Speech. 

Although Russian officials have 
not yet commented on Beck's 
speech, the general impression 
among foreign observers seems to 
be that it was a strong declaration, 
showing no signs of faltering under 
Nazi pressure. 

At the moment the only hint of 
what the Kremlin was thinking 
was the news that Foreign Com- 
missar Maxim Litvinov, apostle of 
collective security, was out—re- 
placed by Premier Vyacheslav Mo- 
lotov—and this news was two days 
old, 

It was recalled that soon after 
Britain pledged aid to Poland 
against any. threat to her inde- 
pendence, that Le Journal de Mos- 
cou, a publication often used to 
express Soviet foreign policy, blunt- 
ly cautioned Hritain and France 
not to place too much: trust in 
the Poland of Col. Beck. 

The British answer to Litvinov’s 
proposal of an all-inclusive secur- 
Zity under an alliance of Britain, 
France and Russia was expected 
at any moment to reach Moscow. 

Warning to Reporters. 

Molotov himself had given. no 
hint of change in foreign policy— 
except in the matter relating to 
censoring of outgoing telegraph 
dispatches. He announced through 
his press chief that hereafter in- 
‘dividual dispatches sent by foreign 
correspondents would not be sub- 
mitted to direct censorship but that 
correspondents sending “obviously 
hostile” dispatches would be _  de- 
prived promptly of the right to re- 
main here, 

Joseph Stalin took a_ stronger 
grip on Russia’s foreign — policy 
through the displacement of Lit- 
vinov. 

The shakeup put Stalin's “right 
hand” on the helm of foreign policy 
and removed a proponent of col- 
lective security who long has been 
hated by the Rome-Berlin axis. 

Molotov, who speaks only Rus- 
sian and is regarded as an ardent 
nationalist, is in sharp contrast to 
Litvinov, a man of many languages 
and a veteran figure in Europe’s 
councils. 

Foreign observers, in the absence. 
of clews from the press and of- 
ficialdom, were divided on the pos- 
sible meaning behind Stalin’s move. 

Some suggested Russia might in- 
vite friendlier relations with Ger- 
Many or tend toward a neutral 
course, 3 

Others argued Litvinov’s depar- 
ture was a notice to the British 
and French to delay no longer in 
accepting Russia's offer of a flat 
Military alliance. 

As for Litvinov’s future, that 
was a question mark also. Some 
other men who have been released 
suddenly from high Soviet posts 
at their “own request” have dis- 
appeared not only from public life 
but completely. 

It was pointed out only one thing 
was certain—that no one in the 
Soviet diplomatic service equalled 
Litvinov’s long experience in deal- 
ing with Western statesmen and 
Western public opinion.

TWO IN NARCOTICS RING 
SENTENCED TO 5 YEARS EACH 


Judge Otis Gives Warning at Kan- 
sas City Similar Offenders Will 
Be Sternly Punished. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 5 (AP). 
—Sentencing two members of the 
western narcotics ring allegedly do- 
ing $12,000,000 business annually, 
United States District Judge Mer- 
rill E. Otis today threatened stern 
punishment for all persons found 
guilty of narcotic law violations. 
He sentenced Anthony Strada and 
George Baker to five-year terms in 
Federal prison and fined them $500 
each. 

Richard K. Phelps, Assistant 
United States District Attorney, de- 
scribed the men as peddlers who 
dealt-in large quantities of drugs. 
Strada and Baker pleaded guilty to 
indictments charging them with 
the sale March 1 of 72 grains of a 
narcotic. Government agents testi- 
fied they found 289 grains of the 
narcotic in the men’s possession 
after they made the purchase. 
“This business of trafficking in 
narcotics is a serious offense,” 
Judge Otis said. “You two men 
were members of a narcotic ring 
that undoubtedly ruined the lives 
of many persons. I hope these 
sentences will serve as warnings 
that similar offenders may expect 
no leniency in my court.” 


AVERAGE WPA WORKER 39,

One Out-of Six Has Been in Gov- 
ernment Pay Continuously 
Three Years or More.

Since the French had received 
an advance copy of the speech of 
Polish Foreign Minister Beck be- 
fore it was delivered today, the 
Premier in effect bolstered Beck’s 
attitude.

This session of Parliament pro- 
vides me with an opportunity of 
filling in some gaps in my work 
in recent months. The course of 
international events would perhaps 
justify more statements of the 
Foreign Minister than my only ex- 
position which I made in the Sen- 
ate Commission for Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

On other hand, it was exactly 
that swift development of events 
that prompted me to postpone the 
public declaration until a time 
when the principal problems of our 
foreign policy would have taken 
on more definite form. 

The consequences of the weaken- 
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TEXT OF BECK’S REPLY TO HITLER = ‘NO PEACE WITHOUT HON 
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na of the collective international 


institution and of the complete re- 
vision of the method of intercourse 
between nations, which I reported 
on several occasions in the houses, 
caused the opening of many new 
problems in different parts of the 
world. That process and its results 
reached in recent months the bor- 
ders of Poland. 

A very general outline of these 
phenomena can be summed up in 
saying that relations between par- 
ticular Powers have taken on a 
more individual character, with 
their own features. General rules 
have been weakened. One nation 
simply speaks more and more di- 
rectly to another. 

Agreement With Britain. 


As far as we are concerned, very 
serious events have taken place. 
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Our contact with some Powers be- 
came easier and deeper while in 
other cases serious difficulties have 
arisen. 

Looking at things chronological- 
ly, I am referring in the first place 
to our agreement with the United 
Kingdom—with Great Britain. 
(Tremendous applause.) 

As to the repeated diplomatic 
contacts, designed to define the 
scope and aims of our future rela- 
tions, we reached, on the occasion 
of my visit to London, a direct 
agreement based on the principles 
of mutual assistance in case of a 
direct or indirect menace to the in- 
dependence of one of our countries. 

The formula of agreement is 
known to you from the declaration 
of Mr. Neville Chamberlain of 
April 6, the text of which was draft- 
ed by common agreement and 
should be regarded as a pact con- 
cluded between two governments. 
I regard it as my duty to add that 
the form and character of the com- 
prehensive conversations held in 
London give particular value to the 
agreement. 

Conversations With Britain. 


I should like Polish public opin- 
ion to know that I found on the 
part of the British statesmen not 
only a profound knowledge of the 
general political problems of Eu- 
rope, but also such an attitude to- 
ward our country as permitted me 
to discuss all vital problems with 
frankness and confidence without 
any reservations or doubts. (Great 
applause). 

It was possible to establish rap- 
idly the principles of Polish-Brit- 
ish collaboration; first of all be- 
cause we made it clear to each 
other that the intentions of both 
Governments are concordant on 
basic European problems; certain- 
ly neither Great Britain nor Po- 
land has any aggressive intentions 


|whatever, but they are determined 


in the defense of certain basic prin- 
ciples of conduct in international 
life. 

Parallel declarations of the 
leaders of French policy confirmed 
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that we are agreed between’ Paris 
and Warsaw that the effectiveness 
of our defense pact not only can- 
not be affected adversely by a 
change of the international situa- 
tion, but on contrary, that our 
agreement should constitute one 
of the most essential elements in 
the politica] structure of Europe. 


Hitler’s “Pretense.” 


The Polish-British agreement has 
been used by the Chancellor of the 
German Reich as a pretense for u 
one-sided declaration regarding the 
non-existencé of a treatry whicn 
the Chancellor of the Reich con- 
cluded with us in 1934. 

Before passing to the present 
stage of this matter, allow me to 
draw a brief historical outline. 

The fact that I have had the 
honor to participate actively in the 
conclusion and execution of that 
pact imposes on me the duty of 
its analysis. 

The pact of 1934 was a great 
event in 1934. It was an attempt 
to give some better course to his- 
tory between two great nations, an 
attempt at leaving the unwholesome 
atmosphere of daily clashes and 
wider hostile designs, in the direc- 
tion of rising above the animosi- 
ties of centuries, in the direction 
of creating deep foundations of 
mutual respect. 

An endeavor to oppose evil is 
always the best expression of po- 
litical activity. 

The policy of Poland proves re- 
spect for that principle in the two 
most critical moments of recent 
times. 

From these points of view, gentle- 
men, the breaking of that pact is 
not an insignificant matter. How- 
ever, every treaty is worth as much 
as the consequences which follow 
it; and ‘7 the policy and conduct of 
a partner diverges from the prin- 
ciples of the pact we have no rea- 
son for mourning its slackening or 
dissolution. (Wild applause.) 

The Polish-German pact of 1934 
was a treaty of mutual respect and 
good neighborship and as such it 
brought positive value into the life 
of our country, the life of Germany 
and of the whole of Europe. Since, 
however, there have appeared ten- 
dencies to interpret it as a limit to 
the freedom of our policy, or as a 
ground for demanding from us one- 
sided concessions contrary to our 
vital interests, it has lost its real 
character. 


Germany’s Declaration. 

Let us now pass to the present 
situation. The German Reich has 
taken the very fact of Polish-Brit- 
ish understanding as a motive for 
a breaking of the pact of 1934. Vari- 
ous legal objections were raised on 
the German side. I will take the 
liberty of referring to a lawyer’s 
text of our reply to the German 
memorandum, which will be hand- 
ed today to the German Govern- 
ment, 

I should not like to detain you 
any longer on the diplomatic form 
of these events, but one of its as- 
pects has special significance. The 
Reich Government, as it appeared 
from the text of the German mem- 
orandum, made its decision on 
grounds of press reports, without 
consulting the views of either the 
British or Polish Governments as 
to the character of the agreement 
concluded. 

It was not difficult to do so, for 
I expressed immediately on my re- 
turn from London my readiness 
to receive the Ambassador of the 
Reich, who did not avail himself of 
the opportunity until this day. 

Why is this circumstance impor- 
tant? Even for the man of simple 
reasoning it is clear that neither 
the character nor the purpose and 
scope of the agreement were deci- 
sive, but the mere fact that such 
an agreement was concluded: and 
this in turn is important for the 
appreciation of the intentions of 
the Reich policy, for if, contrary to 
previous statements, the Govern- 
ment of the Reich interpreted the 
declaration of non-aggression be- 
tween Poland and Germany of 1934 
as meant for isolating Poland and 
making for our country normal 
friendly collaboration with West- 
ern Powers impossible, we would 
have always rejected such intefpre- 
tation ourselves. (Applause). 

“What Is the Real Aim?” 

To make a proper estimate of 
the situation, we should first of all 
ask the question, what is the real 
aim of it? 

Without that question and our 
reply to it, we cannot properly ap- 
preciate the essence of the German 
statements with regard to matters 
concerning Poland. 

I have already referred to our 
attitude toward the west. 

There remains the problem of 
German proposals as to the future 
of the Free City of Danzig, commu- 
nications of the Reich with East 
Prussia through our province of 
Pomorze and. the additional sub- 
jects mentioned as matters of com- 
mon interest to Poland and Ger- 
many. 

Let us therefore investigate these 


{problems in turn. 


As to Danzig, first some general 
remarks. The Free City of Dan- 
zig was not invented by the Ver- 
sailles treaty. (Loud roars of ap- 
plause.) 

It has existed for many cen- 
turies as a result, properly speak- 
ing, if we set apart the emotional 
element, of a positive cross be- 
tween Polish and German inter- 
ests. 

The German merchants of Dan- 
zig have shared in the development 
and prosperity of that town thanks 
to Polish overseas trade. Not only 
the development, but the very rea- 
son for the existence of that city 
was formerly due to the then de- 
cisive fact that it is situated at the 
mouth of our own great river with 
its position on the main waterway 
and railway lines connecting us 
with the Baltic. 

This is a truth which no new for- 
mulas can change. The popula- 
tion of Danzig is ‘today predomi- 
nantly German, but its livelihood 
and prosperity depend on the eco- 
nomic potentialities of Poland. 
What conclusions have we drawn 
from those facts? 


We have stood and we stand 


firmly on the ground of the rights 
and interests of our overseas trade 
and our maritime policy in Dan- 
zig. (Wild applause.) 

Seeking a reasonable and concil- 
iatory solution, we have purposely 


ence on the free, national, ideologi- 
cal and cultural deveiopment of 
the German majority in Free City. 
I shall not extend my address by 
quoting examples. They are suffi- 
ciently well known to all those who 
have been concerned in any way 
with the matter. 


But when, after repeated state- 
ments of German statesmen, who 
respected our views and expressed 
the opinion that “this provincial 
town will not be the object of a 
conflict between Poland and Ger- 
many,” I hear demands for annexa- 
tion of Danzig by the Reich, when 
I get no reply to our proposal of 
March 26 of a common guarantee 
of the existence and rights of the 
Free City and I learn subsequently 
that it has been regarded as a re- 
fusal of negotiations, I have to ask 
myself, what is the real aim of it 
all? 

Is it the freedom of the German 
population of Danzig, which is not 
lacking, or is it a matter of pres- 
tige, or is it a matter of barring 
Poland from the Baltic, from which 
Poland will not let herself be 
barred. (Wild cheering and ap- 
plause.) 


“Our Province of Pomorze.” 


The same considerations concern 
communications across our prov- 
ince of Pomorze. I insist on the 
term “province of Pomorze.” The 
word “corridor” is an artificial in- 
vention, for it is ancient Polish 
land, with an insignificant percent- 
age of German colonists. (Wild 
applause.) 

We have given to the German 
Reich all railway facilities, we have 
alloweac its citizens to travel with- 
out customs or passport formalities 
from the Reich to East Prussia. 


We have suggested extension of 
these facilities to road transport. 
And again the question appears, 
what is real aim of it all? 


We have no reason to obstruct 
German citizens in their commu- 
nications with their eastern pro- 
vince. But we have, on the other 
hand, no grounds whatever for re- 
stricting our sovereignty on our 
own territory. (Wild applause.) 


“One-Sided Concessions.” 


In the first and second instance. 
that is in the matter of the future 
of Danzig and of communications 
through Pomorze, it is still a case 
of one-sided concessions, which the 
Government of the Reich seems to 
be demanding from us. 


A self-respecting nation does not 
make one-sided concessions. Where 
is reciprocity? It looks rather 
vague in the German proposals. The 


Chancellor of the Reich mentioned 
in his speech a triple condominium 
in Slovakia. I have to state that 


not endeavored to exert any influ-, 


I heard that suggestion for the first 
time in the Chancelilor’s speech of 
April 28. 

In some former conversations the 
only allusions were made to the 
effect that in the event of a gen- 
eral agreement, the problem of 
Slovakia could be discussed. We 
did not seek to carry on such con- 
versations for it is not our custom 
to make bargains with the interests 
of others. (Wild applause.) 

The proposal of an extension of 
the pact of non-aggression for 25 
years had also not been put for- 
ward in any definite form in any 
of the recent conversations. There 
have also been unofficial allusions 
by prominent members of the Reich 
Government, but there were in such 
conversations also various other 


Our generation, which bled 
in several wars, fully deserves a 
period of peace. However, peace, 
like almost all things of this world, 
has its price, high but. definable. 
We in Poland do not know the 
conception of peace at any price. 
There is only one thing in the life 
of man, nations and states which 
is without price—that is honor.

In his speech, the Chancellor of 
the Reich proposed concessions on 
his part—recognition and definite 
acceptance of the existing frontier 
between Poland and Germany.

I have to state that this would 
have been a recognition of our 
property indisputably de jure and 
de facto, so that his proposal also 
cannot alter my point that the Ger- 
man claims with regard to Danzig 
and a motor road remain one-sided 
demands. 


In the light of these explanations, 
the House expects from me, and 
with good right, an answer to the 
last passage of a German memo- 
randum which says “If the Polish 
Government attaches importance to 
the new contractual settlement of 
Polish-German relations, the Ger- 
man Government is prepared for 
it.” 

Summary of Poland’s Attitude. 

It seems to me that I have al- 
ready defined our actual attitude. 
For the sake of order I will make 
a resume. 

The motive for such an agree- 
ment would be the word, “peace,” 
which the Chancellor stressed in 
his speech. Peace is certainly the 
aim of hard-worked Polish diplo- 
macy. 

Two conditions are necessary for 
this work to nave real value—(1) 
Peaceful intentions, (2) Peaceful 
methods of action. 

If the Government of the Reich 
is actually guided by those two 
conditions in its relations to this 
country, all conversations naturally 
respecting the principles which I 
have previously enumerated are 
possible. 

If such conversations materialize, 
the Polish Government will, accord-,| 
ing to its custom, regard the prob-| 
lem objectively, with a view to the| 
experiences of recent times, but) 
without refusing its best will.

Repair Work and Labor Payroll 
During Hard Times Recommended 


Cut in Landscaping Division Suggested in 
Survey Report—Illumination Standard 
Declared to Be Low.

Maintenance of school buildings 
can be carried out with high stand- 
ards for about $800,000 a year, or 
approximately the average expen- 
diture for the last 18 years, in con- 
trast to the appropriation of $1,- 
016,339 for the current year, it is 
asserted in the school survey peport 
to the Board of Education. 

The report recommends that, in 
times of financial stringency, like 
the present, the annual volume of 
contract repair work be reduced 
from the $195,000 level of the cur- 
rent appropriation to $120,000 or 
$145,000, and a reduction of $75,000 


to $100,000 be made in the labor 
payroll, now at $498,200. The lat- 
ter cut would include $26,000 in the 
landscaping division. 

In maintenance expenditures per 
pupil in the full-time day schools 
in the last fiscal year, St. Louis 
ranked highest of the 10 central 
cities (except Chicago) exceeding 
300,000 in population. The report 
gives the figures as follows: St. 
Louis, $8.05; Milwaukee, second, 
$6.69; Indianapolis, tenth, $2.92; av- 
erage, $5.06. If St. Louis costs had 
not exceeded the average, expenses 
would have been $284,589 less. St. 
Louls also ranked high in cost in 
a comparison of the 70 cities ex- 
ceeding 100,000 in population in the 
last 13 years. 

In the last fiscal year St. Louts 
was high among the 10 larger cen- 
tral cities in proportion of main- 
tenance cost to value of buildings 
and equipment, The figures: St. 
Louis, 1.85 per cent; Indianapolis, 
tenth, 561 per cent; average, 1.11 
per cent. 

Mechanical Maintenance. 


The maintenance force of mechan- 
ics could be reduced from @ cur- 
rent average of 152 to about 100, at 
a saving of $50,000 a year, by sub- 
stituting a flat wage and full-time 
work for hourly wages and part- 
time work, the report declares. For 
the bulk of the men, now paid 
$1.50 an hour, at union rates, a sal- 
ary of $200 a month, with a two- 
week vacation and a week’s sick 
jJeave annually, is suggested. This 
would make no change in the pres- 
-ent average income, the report 


“says, but would give labor security 


at a reasonable wage and give the 
board 40 hours’ work weekly from 
‘@®ach man, instead of about 32 
“hours, 

_ As a whole, compared with other 
large systems, St. Louis schools 
shave a high order of maintenance 
“work, the report relates, with ref- 
.erence to fundamental require- 
‘ments. 

The board has not taken advan- 
tage of Federal relief funds for re- 
pairs and improvements to the ex- 
tent of many cities, the report con- 


tinues, explaining that there have 
_been objections by organized labor 


here to maintenance work by re- 


‘lief employes. In the last five fis- 
cal years the board had only $220,- 


356 of such relief funds, of which 


$157,910 was used in 1933-34, 


Cost of Landscaping. 
A question is raised as to wheth- 


er the board can afford to spend 
‘as much as it does for landscap- 


ing, the gardeners’ payroll having 


risen from $43,289 in 1935-36 to $64,- 
352 in 1937-38. The suggested $25,- 
‘000 saving might be made by giving 


more landscape work to janitors, 


reducing the number of temporary 


gardeners in spring and summer, 
providing closer supervision and 
echeduling work more efficiently, 
reducing the amount of “made” 
work to kscep men on the payroll, 
and giving less elaborate attention

Washing and Painting. 

Atmospheric conditions force fre- 
quent washing of interior school 
walls. The report points out an un- 
usual situation—janitors wash the 
walls as high as they can reach, as 
part of their regular work, but 
painters, at $1.50 an hour, are dalled 
in for the upper sections. Janitors 
average about 60 cents an hour. 
Most elementary schools have 
steam plants at the relatively high 
pressure of 15 to 30 pounds, in or- 
der to drive engines operating ven- 
tilating fans, use heat at the re- 
duced pressure of one to five 
pounds. When heat is not required 
steam is dissipated into the at- 
mosphere. The result, says the re- 
port, is not only to waste coal but 
to demand constant attention of the 
head custodian. It urges use of eleo 
tric motors for the fans and re- 
duction of the steam pressure, as 
an ecenomy, particulary at three 
high schools where new equipment 
is to be instailed with PWA aid. 

A range of 193 per cent in coal 
costs per 1000 cubic feet of building 
contents was found in a check of 
19 schools equipped with the same 
type of boilers, and a range of 264 
per cent at 15 schools with stokers. 
This, it is stated, indicates a need 
of further instructions for the men 
firing the coal. 

School Dlumination. 


Standards of school illumination 
are declared to be generally low, 
with the usual level in the class- 
rooms from one to five foot candles, 
although certain accepted stand- 
ards call for a minimum of 15. Con- 
sumption of electricity might be 
doubled to improve the standard 
and the cost would be justifiable, 
the surveyors add. They say there 
might be some opportunity to econ- 
omize in water consumption and 
in the small use of gas. ;

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With CIO, Congressman 
Charges in Statement to 
House Committee.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Appear- 
ing today before the House Labor 
Committee, Representative C, Ar- 
thur Anderson of St: Louis County 
urged that the National Labor Re- 
lations Law be repealed and that 
serious study be given to a substi- 
tute statute which he introduced 
on Jan. 18, and which would strip 
the National Labor’ Relations 
Board of all judicial functions. 

Anderson, who represents one of 
the richest congressional districts 
in the United States, asserted it 
was necessary to abolish the pres- 
ent board, on the ground that “it 
has proved itself unfit to adminis- 
ter the law impartially.” He 
charged that “collusion exists be- 
tween its personnel and the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
for the purpose of creating mem- 
bership in this organization against 
the wishes of the workers them- 
selves, who prefer other organiza- 
tions.” 

“T will prove to you,” he asserted, 
“through facts obtained from offi- 
cial transcripts of proceedings, that 
the conduct of this board in its 
adjudicatioin is 
kangaroo traffic court in the land. 
I will prove ot you that it is re- 
quisite to rid the Government of 
the present personnel of the Labor 
Board as one would remove a slight 
skin cancer before it spreads its 
growth over the body.” 

Instances Cited. 

Anderson said he would speak 
only of cases with which he was 
|personally familiar,

New 
legislative powers of vast scope 
have been opened up by the court’s 
new reading of the commerce 
clause ana the general welfare 
clause.

“Congress may spend money in 
aid of the ‘general welfare.’ ..

Needs that were narrow or 
parochial a century ago may be 
interwoven in our day with the 
well-being of the nation.

Defends Freight Differentials. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 
HE subject of North-South freight dif- 
ferentials has been one of the most 

bitter economic controversies in the Unit- 
ed States for many years. It has been 
used variously as a political club, an ac- 
cessory to log-rolling and back-scratching 
politics. Even the cause of child-labor 
has at times hinged upon concessions in 
freight rates to the Southern states. 

It seems to me that the underlying 
philosophy of the North-South differen- 
tial is most sound and that, if the dif- 
ferential were ever abolished, the cause 
of Northern industry and labor alike 
would be gravely damaged. The South, 
because of its cheap power and, more 
important, its terrific wage differential, 
is able to manufacture various products 
much more cheaply than the crowded in- 
dustrial centers of the East, where liv- 
ing standards are higher and labor unions 
are more active and effective. Conse- 
quently, the increased freight rate in the 
Southern and Southeastern freight terri- 
tories tends to equalize production costs 
and maintains a parity in industrial ad- 
vantage. 

Should this differential be abolished, 
Southern products, the products of cheap 
labor and cheap resources, would have 
an immense competitive advantage over 
those of the East and central parts of 
the country. The result would be wide- 
spread unemployment, for, to protect 
their very existence against this cheap 
competition, manufacturers would have to 
move to the South to duplicate their prod- 
ucts at comparable retail prices. The 
alternative would be to close their plants.

Mr. Love Answers Mr. Fleishman. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. FLEISHMAN may satisfy his 

own mind in the interest of factual 
truth by quoting the various laws that 
aliens in this country are checked, ap- 
prehended and deported. Perhaps in the 
interest of factual truth, the Immigration 
Department needs a serious and thor- 
ough investigation. For, when Solicitor- 
General Jackson is quoted as saying, 
“There are 3,000,000 non-naturalized 
aliens in this country today,” besides the 
recent discovery that 30,000 aliens were 
on the WPA rolls, it would seem that that 
part of the immigration law dealing with 
“special cases” has become far too leni- 
ent. Thousands seem to slip by. 

We are doing our share and more in 
providing a haven for these millions of 
visiting aliens who came over in recent 
years, have never departed and are ob- 
viously competing with our own 12,000,000 
unemployed. In the face of this fact, to 
bring over 20,000 more to grow up here, 
possibly later bringing their parents and 
others, is just more future competition. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself has shown his 
grave concern about the machine as a 
factor in unemployment, stating “until 
our economic machinery can be realigned 
to meet present-day conditions, the prob- 
lem of unemployment will persist and the 
measures adopted to deal with it must 
therefore be carefully thought out and 
their operation planned to extend well 
into the future.” 

I say that until these measures have 
produced more assurance to the Ameri- 
can unemployed, we are not planning 
well for the future to take into the coun- 
try more alien charges.

THE PICTURE TAXES PAINT. 
Congressman Sol Bloom of New York abruptly left 
a dinner at Washington Wednesday night because, 
as he explains, he was booed for saying that 


we ought to thank God for the privilege of pay- 
ing some tribute in taxes in this country and 


having peace. 
The occasion was the New York State dinner of the 


United States Chamber of Commerce. Some of the 
speakers, according to Bloom, had criticised the ad- 
ministration, attacked the President, inveighed 
against excessive taxes, and wanted to know “what 
we were going to do about them.” So Bloom told 


them. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Bloom did not tell them. He 


departure may have been the correct reply to the 
rudeness of discourteous hosts, but the Congressman 
from New York gave no shadow of an answer to the 
pressing question as to what is to be done about 
taxes. 

Neither has Mr. Roosevelt given an answer to the 
question of taxes. Recently, the Treasury Depart- 
ment offered a tentative program of tax relief. The 
country heard it, assumed Secretary Morgenthau 
was speaking with the President’s sanction, and busi- 
ness generally was heartened at the prospect of some 
relief. Mr. Morgenthau was quoted yesterday as 
ready to submit tax revision proposals to Congress. 
But Walter Lippmann reports Mr. Roosevelt as 
saying to a press conference that the Treasury's tax 
proposals are not to be taken seriously, and Senator 
Barkley, administration leader, thinks that the tax 
problem is too difficult, too troublesome to deal with 
at this time. 

It is, indeed, a difficult problem, but are not Sen- 
ators elected because of their supposed ability to 
solve difficult problems? Mr. Barkley is talking like 
a shirker, not a Senator. 

Meantime, the question of easing the tax load 
presses hard for solution. It is a question that Mr. 
Roosevelt and the Senate and the House and the 
whole administration ought to be éitting up nights 
with. Taxation ranks with unemployment as Prob- 
lem No. 1. It is kin to unemployment in the rela- 
tionship of cause and effect. 

A few examples will suffice. 

The railroads, with whose plight the administra- 
tion is properly concerned, have for eight consecu- 
tive years, according to Railway Age, paid out more 
in taxes than they have earned in net income. Last 
year the railroads paid a tax bill of $341,000,000, and 
the owners took a loss of $123,000,000. 

Last year, American Telephone & Telegraph paid 
$147,000,000 in taxes. That was an increase of 56 
per cent in three years. , 

General Motors paid at the rate of about $1,500,00 
a week, or 72 per cent of its 1938 earnings. 

A survey made by the Standard Statistics Co. of 
80 corporations—a cross-section of American indus- 
try—shows a tax bill of $203,682,751 as against a net 
income of $138,685,202. 

Tax collections by Federal, state and local govern- 
ments last year reached a new high of $13,700,000,000.

The Post-Dispatch unreservedly agrees with Con- 
gressman Bloom that American citizens should be 
glad to pay taxes. The tax dodger has been a pet 
aversion of this newspaper from its cradled infancy 
up to and including now.

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POLAND’S ANSWER TO HITLER. 

Replying to Adolf Hitler's demands upon Poland, 
Foreign Minister Beck today gave a calm, well- 
reasoned and firm answer. He insisted upon main- 
tenance of Poland’s rights in Danzig, and upon its 
sovereignty over the Polish Corridor. He pointed 
out that the Nazi demands were for “one-sided con- 
cessions,” which a self-respecting nation cannot 
make. Yet Poland is willing to negotiate, he added, 
provided assurance is given of peaceful intentions 
and peaceful methods of action. 

All this is strongly reminiscent of the statements 
President Benes of Czecho-Slovakia was making last 
year, and the situation is highly similar in other 
respects as well. Poland, like the Czech Republic, 
is on the spot, marked for despoilment by the Nazis. 
Poland cannot stand off the German legions alone, 
and realizes its position. And again Hitler’s actions 
will be determined, not by the overtures of his neigh- 
bor, but by the stand taken by its allies. 

If Hitler is convinced that Britain and France 
will back up their recent pledges to Poland, there 
is good reason to assume he will not move at this 
moment. In his address a week ago, in fact, he 
hinted strongly that there was no reason for a con- 
flict with Poland to involve all Europe. But if Hitler 
can isolate Poland, as he did Czecho-Slovakia before 
Munich, then the world may expect to see another 
nation dismembered and eventually absorbed. Poland's 
future, and Europe’s fate, rest not in Warsaw, but 
in London and Paris. 
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A CHESTERFIELDIAN MARINE. 

We suggest that a special medal be struck for the 
marine whose quick thinking saved Crown Prince 
Olaf of Norway from embarrassment when he was 
inspecting the marines on the U. 8S. S. Tennessee. 

When Prince Olaf started the wrong way down the 
second rank of troops, this leatherneck was equal to 
the occasion. He instantly snapped to “inspection 
arms,” and his comrades down the line followed suit 
just as if they had been used to being inspected that 
way since the day they enlisted.

There is some doubt as to whether 
men trained under the unyielding regimen of the dic- 
tators possess it. It may be considered «a priceless 
product of democratic training. 

The talent 
for setting a guest at ease in novel surroundings is 
worth all the rules in the etiquette book. 
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THE ILLINOIS BOYCOTT THREAT. 

St. Louis’ coal ordinance has borne fruit, not in 
progress toward elimination of smoke, but in the 
threat of a boycott by the city’s neighbors across the 
river. A meeting at Belleville, at which 300 com- 
munities were said to have been represented, has 
created an organization and has laid down an ulti- 
matum: repeal the coal-washing requirement and the 
six-inch lump limit or expect a boycott by June 1. 

A similar threat was made early in 1937, when the 
coal-washing provision was being considered. Its 
requirements, Illinois interests pointed out at that 
time, would reduce their market and make necessary 
the installation of expensive equipment. 

It is not as if these measures were vital in curbing 
the St. Louis smoke evil. Coal-washing is an out- 
right fallacy, as many competent engineers and chem- 
ists testified when its adoption was proposed. Even 
its advocates confessed it: would have only slight 
effect in cutting down smoke. All this led the 
Post-Dispatch to say in an editorial of Jan. 21, 1937: 


Why should St. Louis antagonize its neighbors 
and ctistomers over a fallacious approach to the 
smoke problem? The sooner the futile coal- 
washing idea is abandoned, the better. 


The six-inch lump requirement is equally ineffec- 
tual. University of Illinois tests are cited, with the 
finding that “size six inches or over is not a con- 
tributing factor to smoke.” 

Such devices are mere shadow-boxing in the fight 
against the smoke evil. A realistic and scientific 
approach to the problem is now under way. Organ- 
ized effort, it was announced two months ago, would 
seek a method of converting Illinois coal into a cheap 
and smokeless fuel, looking to the construction of a 
city-owned processing plant by means of a bond 
issue. The Illinois Legislature is expected to appro- 
priate $300,000 for research along the same line. 

The Illinois boycott group apparently means busi- 
ness. It is arranging for committees to cal] on all 
concerns in the region and threaten them with a 
boycott if they do not cease buying in St. Louis. 
Why should local business men, particularly in these 
difficult times, be penalized for the futile experiment 
in smoke prevention? 

It is not pleasant for Aldermen or anyone else to 
back down in the face of threats. This is a case, how- 
ever, of a futile ordinance that should never have 
been passed. Threats or no threats, repeal is in order. 
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MR. LANDON’S ERROR. 

Again, as in opposing the Ludlow amendment in 
1937, Alf M. Landon has crossed political lines to 
uphold the President, this time in approving Mr. 
Roosevelt’s appeal for a peace conference. Mr. Lan- 
don does not give unqualified approval, however, for 
he warns, “We are heading into dangerous paths,” 
and urges his hearers to “remember we were in- 
volved in the World War by another President who 
attempted to act as mediator.” In this, the Kansan 
falls into a historical error. 

Woodrow Wilson made a formal tender of “good 
offices” to the World War belligetents on Aug. 5, 
1914, but without effect. On Aug. 20, he urged Ameri- 
cans_to be “neutral in fact as well as in name.” In 
1915 and 1916, he sounded out peace sentiment 
abroad, but with discouraging results. In December, 
1916, he asked the belligerents to specify their peace 
terms, and again the move was fruitless. Jan. 22, 
1917, he made his “peace without victory” address.

ITHIN the past two months, President 

Roosevelt’s personal popularity with the 

voters has declined nearly 5 per cent, 
dropping to a lower level than Fortune Sur- 
vey’s examination of a cross-section of pub- 
lic opinion has ever before revealed. 
The Fortune Survey for May put the same 
question to the public as was asked in 
March. A ballot with four statements print- 
ed on it was submitted to the cross-section 
voters. The statements were carefully de- 
signed to give opportunity for the expression 
of strong pro-Roosevelt sentiment, moderate 
pro-Roosevelt sentiment, moderate anti- 
Roosevelt sentiment and strong anti-Roose- 
velt sentiment. 
The statement, “Roosevelt, or a man like 
Roosevelt, is essential for the good of the 
country,” was checked by 13.6 per cent of 
the voters, against 19.6 per cent who checked 
it in the March poll. 
The statement, “Roosevelt may have made 
mistakes, but the good he has done defi- 
nitely outweighs the bad,” was checked by 
45.2 per cent of the voters, against 43.9 per 
cent in March. The total checking the two 
pro-Roosevelt statements was 58.8 per cent, 
against 63.5 per cent in March. 
A total of 27.8 per cent checked the state- 
ment, “Roosevelt may have done many 
things that needed doing, but he has made 
so many mistakes that his usefulness is now 
over,” was checked by 27.8 per cent of 
the voters, against 24 per cent in March. The 
statement, “It is almost a calamity for this 
country that we must continue to have 
Roosevelt until the end of 1940,” was checked 
by 13.4 per cent of the voters, against 12.5 
per cent in March. The total checking the 
two anti-Roosevelt statements was 41.2 per 
cent, against 36.5 per cent in March. 
While 58.8 per cent of the voters still ap- 
prove in general of what Roosevelt has 
done, only 33.2 per cent would vote for him 
if he were to run again in 1940. The per- 
centage two months ago was 36.9 per cent. 

Thus, in the space of two months Mr. 

Roosevelt has suffered a loss of nearly 5 
per cent of the public esteem—the greatest 
defection ever indicated by the answers to 
this and parallel questions since the Survey 
began asking them in January, 1936. 


Yet, while a weakening of confidence in 
Roosevelt seems to have swept through most 
social groups as a whole, actually he has 
gained favor in the two parts of the coun- 
try where he was weakest—the Northeast 
and Northwest plains, where small adverse 
majorities have turned favorable. And the 
greatest geographic losses occurred where he 
was strongest, in the Southwest and South- 
east, 

This seems to indicate a leveling out of 
opinion about the President on a more na- 
tional basis. The reasons for this are ob- 
scure, but conceivably it will result in set- 
ting the stage, in the presidential year, for a 
campaign that will be based less than usual 
upon party allegiance, more upon a conflict 
of principles. 

Meanwhile, the Fortune Survey inaugu- 
rates its non-partisan presidential sweep- 
stakes for 1940. In its first trial heats, the 
Survey asks the following questions:

Threatened with 
aggression by a mighty neighbor, backed by 
a still embryonic anti-aggression alliance, 
Poland and its problems today have Euro

Raymond ‘Leslie Buell epitomizes the na 
tion’s crucial position in the title of his new 
book, “Poland: Key to Europe” (Alfred A, 
Knopf, Inc., New York). Wedged between 
the two major dictatorships, Poland long 
has sought to preserve equilibrium between 
them, and thus between Europe’s two great 
armed camps. Its conquest now by Hitler, 
after his series of victories, would virtually 
assure his mastery of the Continent.

The problem of security is only half of 
Poland’s dilemma, Mr. Buell points out. It 
is beset also by an economic struggle more 
serious than that of any other great Power. 
“At least a quarter of its people are living 
close to starvation,” he writes. Its indus 
trialization lags, and the rapidly increasing 
population cannot be sustained by the large 
ly agricultural economy. The prevailing 
world economic nationalism restricts its out 
lets abroad; foreign loans are no longer 
available. The story of a nation so beset 
can be only what the writer calls it, “a case 
study in present world distress.” 

Mr. Buell’s case study is a thorough one. 
He examines Poland’s eventful history, its 
pressing social, economic and political prob 
lems, and its minority puzzle, in addition to 
the matters of foreign policy now so con 
spicuously in the news. Overshadowing all, 
of course, has been the threat to independ- 
ence. Polish statemen well know that war 
between Germany and the Soviet Union 
would be ruinous to their country, since it 
will be the battlefield. They fear almost as 
much the occasionally rumored understand 
ing between these two neighbors, with its 
virtual certainty of another Polish partition 

. . * * 

Civil liberties do not exist in Poland. Its 
Government has indulged in many practices 
abhorrent to democratic opinion. Mr. Buell, 
while a sympathetic observer, is candid in 
confessing that Poland has foreited much of 
the good will it formerly commanded among 
the Western nations. However, he points 
out that the democracies are partly at fault, 
in failing to uphold the treaties and in fail 
ing to remove trade barriers. 

Poland’s overthrow would be a major blow 
for world peace, the writer warns. He pro 
poses economic support by the other Pow- 
ers—for one thing, a trade agreement with 
the United States. And the Poles them 
selves, in seeking to preserve their inde 
pendence, have one asset which the Czechs 
lacked, he says. British-French necessity 
dictates help for Poland.

The United States is the only 

at nation left with the problem 

how to dispose of surplus pro- 
duction. All the others are con- 
fronted with the problem of procur- 
ing indispensable supplies. 

The United States is the only 
great nation left which is wonder- 
ing how to enable and how to in- 
duce the masses to increase con- 
sumption. All the others are tak- 
ing measures to reduce the popular 
consumption of goods. The United 
States is the only great nation left 
which has more capital than it 
now knows how to use. 

In the rest of the world where 


capital and labor unemployed, neith- 


should devote its surplus labor and 
capital to improving the standard 
of life rather than to the produc- 
tion of armaments. But the United 
States is not doing this. And the 
reason it is not doing it is that 
Washington cannot make up its 
mind. 

There are three courses open to 
it. The first is for the Government 
to spend on public works and so- 
cial services not merely what is 
now being spent but. enormously 
greater amounts, amounts compar- 
able in magnitude to the expendi- 
tures of a government which is 
mobilized for war. 

We can get some idea of what 
that might mean when we realize 
that in Continental Europe today, 
the Governments spend at least half 
the national income. For the United 
States that would mean a budget 
of about 30 billions. This is obvious- 
ly preposterous. But thinking about 
it shows how preposterous is the 
notion, held in some quarters, that 
full employment can be had by 
sufficient Government spending.

The second course open to us is 
to spend considerably on public 
works and national defense and 
social services, and at the same 
time to place all manner of obsta- 
cles, real and psychological, in the 
way of private investment. This 
is the course we are now actually 
following. It results in a low level 
of production, relief rather than 
real jobs, chronic deficits and a 
general demoralization of the habits 
of self-reliance and the spirit of 


enterprise. 
The third course is to recognize 
frankly that we have come perma- | 
nently on to a new plateau of public | 
expenditures, that we are irrevoca- 
bly committed, not to all the boon- 
doggling, but to a whole series of 
social services that did not exist in 
the Coolidge era. 
But having recognized that, we 
ought also to recognize that these 
social services can be sustained un- 
der our form of economy only if 
private investment is encouraged. 
Therefore, if the New Deal were 
willing to face the realities, it would 
insist on measures to foster private 
enterprise as the only way of per- 
petuating and enlarging the social 


services, 


There is no sense in the present 
policy. It amounts to admitting that 
while the Government cannot pos- 
sibly spend enough to create full 
employment, the Government will 
take no measures that will enable 
private enterprise to make up the 
difference. The result is that with 


er the Government nor private in- 
dustry is able to put them to work.

CHUNGKING AFIRE: 
JAPANESE BOMB 
CITY THIRD TIM 


Hundreds of Chinese Trap- 
ped by Flames; More 
Than 2000 Reported 
Killed or Injured. 


HONGKONG, May 5 (AP).—Dis- 
patches received by the private 
wireless station of a Chinese bank 
here said that Japanese planes 
made a devastating raid on Chung- 
king today, the third attack on the 
Chinese provisional capital in three 


days. 
The dispatches said the Kincheng 


Bank, one of the largest buildings 


in Chungking, was destroyed. 
Ordinary commerciai communica- 


tions with Chungking were crip- 
pled today as a result of yester- 


day’s raid. 


CHUNGKING, May 5 (AP).— 
Hundreds of Chinese were report- 
ed today to have been trapped by 
the flaming devastation spread by 
incendiary bombs in a Japanese air 
raid yesterday and it was estimated 
2000 had been killed or injured. 

At least one-eighth of this pro- 
visional Chinese capital was afire 
today. Thousands of terrified Chi- 
nese milled along the banks of the 
Yangtze River, seeking conveyance 
from the city. 

Most of the foreigners, including 
many Americans who narrowly 
escaped death and injury, were tak- 
en aboard the United States and 
British gunboats Tutuila and Fal- 
con. Landing parties escorted them 
to safety past rows of burning 
buildings. Chungking is 1370 miles 
up river from Shanghai. 

The British Embassy and con- 
sulate, which are under one roof, 
and the German Embassy and Con- 
sulate, which also are together, 
were damaged in the attack but 
neither building was destroyed. The 
British building was the more heav- 
ily damaged. 

While thousands of persons were 
thronging the narrow streets at 
6:30 p. m. yesterday and with 
Chungking barely recovered from a 
raid of the day before which 
caused perhaps 200 casualties, 27 
planes swept overhead and start- 


ed emptying their bomb racks, 


Fire in Flimsy Buildings. 


The flimsy construction of 
Chungking’s buildings made for 
greater damages and more Cas- 
ualties than in comparable raids at 
Hankow and Canton last fall. 

Even before the raiders disap- 
peared, police were seeking to con- 
trol crowds. Fire fighters were on 
the job.

This correspondent saw the big 
fires caused by air raids in Can- 
ton before that South China metrop- 
olic capitulated. !ast Oct. 21 and 
Chungking’s fires looked just as 
bad, apparently unlikely to be con- 
trolled for several days. 

Sixteen Chinese planes took to 
the air at 4:20 p. m. after the 
first alarm but when the Japanese 
bombers finally appeared the de- 
fending craft were not to be seen. 
Chinese ground forces met the at- 
tackers with anti-aircraft gunfire 
but without success, it was report- 
ed. 

Three Sections of City Attacked. 


The raiders approached'in three 
formations, one bombing the South- 
ern district near the British Consu- 
late, the second concentrating on 
Dujugai, Chungking’s main street, 
and the third attacking the hilltop 
section of the city. 

At least 100 large bombs were 
dropped, One fell within 60 feet 
of the Associated Press office 
which this correspondent had just 
abandoned. 

One bomb sstruck the electric 
power plant. In the gathering 
darkness thousands of half-crazed 
civilians, many of them carrying 
babies and household goods, rushed 
through the streets to the riverside. 

With only burning ruins for il- 
lumination, overloaded boats fer- 
ried the refugees to undamaged sec- 
tions. 

Two Americans Missing. 

Two Americans thought to be avi- 
ators were seen entering a Chinese 
hotel just before it was struck and 
burned. Their fate was not known. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs, Ar- 
nold Vaught, Americans connected 
with the International Friends’ Mis- 
sion, was struck and burned, They 
were not injured, however. The 
Vaughts are from Minnesota. 

The home of the British Vice- 
Consul was struck three times and 
John Tajourdin, secretary to the 
British Ambassador, suffered a 
head injury from falling rock. Ex- 
cept for a German injured in the 
collapse of a building, other for- 
eigners, so far as could be learned, 
were safe.

Telescope Is Dedicated. 

The world’s second largest tele- 
scope, on Mount Locke, 6800 feet 
high, was dedicated today before 
@ gathering of astronomers. 

This telescope, at the new Mc- 
Donald observatory, wiil be used 
in co-operation with the other pair 
of giant telescopes, the 100-inch at 
Mount Wilson, Cal., now the world’s 
largest, and the 200-inch which in 
a year or two will be completed on 
Mount Palomar, Cail. 

The new telescope is a project 
of the University of Texas and the 
University of Chicago. 

Texas with an $800,000 bequest of 
the late W. J. McDonald, Paris 
(Tex.) banker, bought the 82-inch 
mirror for the telescope and erect- 
ed an observatory, which operates 
by electricity, with 30 motors and 
five and one-half miles of wire.

The new observatory is shaped 
more than 100 feet high. It is 17 
miles from the nearest town, Fort 
Davis, and 42 miles from a rail-

And many of the neighbors nodded their heads in some 
secret glee, because it is quite human to gloat over the misfortunes 
of those who profess to be leading a Christian life.
